HISTORY  OF” THE  EAGLE’S  CRY" 


.Eagle  Rock  High  School’s  first  newspaper  was  published  by  the 
Sophomore  class  on  January  twenti  ;th,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
three#  This  class,  When  studying  journalism,  became  so  enthusias¬ 
tic  that  they  decided  to  publish  a  newspaper,  thereby  putting  into 
practice  the  things  that  they  had  learned#  Thus,  the  school  paper 
became  a  welcome  and  permanent  activity  in  Eagle  Rock  High  School. 

A  contest  was  held  to  find  a  name  for  the  paper  and,  as.  the 
results  wore  not  satisfactory  to  the  original  staff.  Miss  Rowena 
Crush  name  it  "The  Eagle’s  Cry". 

For  throe  years  the  nap or  was  similar  to  a  weekly  magazine, 
having  a  large  picture  on  the  front  cover;  but  in  nineteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty-six,  this  was  changed  and  the  staff  tried  to  make 
it  as  much  like  a  real  newspaper  as  p  'ssiblo. 

"The  Eagle’s  Cry"  was  a  weekly  publication  until  the  fall  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirtv-nin.. ,  when  it  was  decided  to  publish 
it  bi-weekly. 

Funds  needed  for  the  publication  of  the  school  paper  arc  se¬ 
cured  from  the  sale  of  advertising  space  and,  in  September  of 
each  year,  a  campaign  is  launched  for  this  purpose. 

"The  Eagle’s  Cry"  has  been  entered  annually  in  the  state  con¬ 
tests  but  has  never  won  the  highest  rating  in  its  class. v  However, 
the  students  have  taken  notice  of  the  criticism  offered  by  the 
judges  and  have  tried  to  improve  the  bad  points.  There  has  def¬ 
initely  boon  groat  progress  made  from  year  to  year. 

Having  a  publication  of  this  typo  in  one’s  school  is  quite 
beneficial  to  the  students,  as  it  gives  those  with  that  particu¬ 
lar  talent  a  cho.ncc  to  gain  experience  in  writing  and  t^  accept 
responsibility.

HISTORICAL  UK  :TCL  OF  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  F.F.l. 


AiiENICA 


Courses  in  vocational  agriculture  under  the  National  Vocation¬ 
al  Education  Act  vrere  first  established  in  the  United  states  in  1917, 
ITithin  a  feu  years,  numbers  of  local  departments  of  vocational  agri¬ 
culture  in  most  of  the  states  had  developed  so-called  "agricultural 
clubs",,  the  memb c ;  ship  being  composed  of  the  students  of  vocational 
agriculture.  Such  or r ;ani zat ions  wore,  in  many  instances,  largely 
social  and  roc:  national  in  nature  but  certain  educational,  self- 
improvement,  and  cooperative  features  rero  often  included  as  well. 

As  those  local  vocational  agriculture  organizations  grow  in 
number,  their  successes  and  failur  s  formed  a  pattern- of  experience 
by  means  of  which  efforts  torr rd  group  action  became  more  success¬ 
ful.  Naturally,  the  idea  of  banding  together  local  groups  of  stu¬ 
dents  of  vocational  agriculture  into  a  lafgor  organization  grew  in 
the  minds  of  progressive  leaders  in  the  field  of  vocational  agri¬ 
culture.  Instead  of  each  local  group  functioning  to  itself,  why 
not  have  some  actual  contact  and  definite  ties  botw  wo  them?  Cer¬ 
tainly,  the  inter  oats  and  tendencies  of  the  members  wore  along  sim¬ 
ilar  lines.  And  so  the  idea  of  ntato-wido  organizations,  with  each 
local  group  as  an  active  unit,  developed  and  came  into  the  picture. 
Between  1923  and  1923  a  number  of  states  actual 'y  formed  organiza¬ 
tions  of  vocational  agricultural  students , ’

Virginia  attracted  the  greatest  attention  nationally,  duo  to  the 
very  excellent  ideals,  purposes,  ceremonies/  and  definite  constitu¬ 
tion,  for  minted  by  Henry  C.  Groseclose  and  his  associates •  Two 
years  after  the  F.F.V.  was  founded,  six  states  in  the  southern  re¬ 
gion  had  in  operation  similar  organizations  patterned  closely  after 
set-up. 

By  1927-28  the  goal  of  a  national  organization  of  students  of 
vocational  agriculture  was  gleaming  in  the  distance  in  the  minds  of 
various  loaders.  The  call  came  from  various  sections.  The  country 
was  ready;  the  time  was  ripe.  From  the  North  Atlantic,  North  Cen¬ 
tral,  Southern,  -and  Pacific  regions  came  definite  proposals  to 
build  upon  the  good  work  of  the  F.F.A,  of  Virginia  .and  similar  or¬ 
ganizations,  to  formulate  a  constitution  for  the  Future  Farmers  of 
America,  and  launch  it  as  the  national  organization  of, by,  and  for 
boys  studying  vocational  agriculture# 

Accordingly,  a  temporary  constitution,  purposes  and  cormonios, 
patterned  closely  after  that  of  the  Future  Farmers  of  Virginia  and 
other  states, were  drafted  by  the  staff  of  the  Agricultural  Education 
Service  of  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education  during  the 
summer  of  1928,  Thu  first  national  convention  was  hold  in  November 
of  that  year  and  since  that  time  the  growth  of  the  Future  Farmers 
of  America  has  bo  n  steady  and  rapid,  extending  to  Puerto  Rico  and 
Hawaii#

DRAMATIC  CLUB  HISTORY
